POTTERY 


Mesa Black: (Fig. No. 19) 
Sample: 26. 
Paste: 
Temper: Very fine crushed rock in medium amounts. 
Consistency: Tight knit with some porosity. 
Color: Interior gray surface to surface. 
Hardness: 

Surface finish: Looks like a thin slip of black paint; then well polished. 

Decoration: One sherd has cross-hatching on interior flat bottom. 

Vessel form: One rim is outflaring with a basal ridge at the junction of side and 
flat bottom. (Rim 25). The others are also have flat bottoms and all seem to 
have been from bowls. 

Temporal and Geographical Range: Southwest Tamaulipas, 1500 to 200 B.C, 

Relationships: Seem related in paste to El Prisco Black but flat bottom and 


interior decoration like Ponce Black of Panuco. 
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Mesa Brown: (Fig. No. 20) 

Sample: 43, 

Paste: 
Temper: Very fine grit in very small amounts. 
Consistency: Very tight-knit but porous. 
Color: Interiors are dark, lightening near surface, 
Hardness: 

Surface: Slipped and painted mahogany brown; and then highly polished. 


Decoration and 
vessel form: Unknown. 


Temporal and Geographical Range: Southwest Tamaulipas, 1/400 to 400 B.C, 


Relationships: Unknown.

Sample: Nine hundred and ninety-four from excavation, 1228 from surface.

Temper: Small pieces of quartz, mica, andin large amounts. 


Consistency: Quite well-lknit but is porous and has a sandy feel.

Surface finish: Interior surfaces are smooth but exteriors are brushed with fine 
grass or roots,usually in a vertical direction.

Vessel form: The commonest vessel form is a flat-bottomed olla (47 bottom fragments)

ram 1, 4, 7, 5, 31 - 69 examples) sometimes a square lip (Ab, 15), 19 examples). 

* These were three rims of 2 co~*~-«-t£e/ bowl with vertical sides (Rim 26, 21 
and 40), there is one fragment hemispherical (flat bottomed) bowl (Rim 10) and 
one fragment of an outflaring bowl at an angle to the globular body. 

Temporal and Geographical Range: From 1400 B,C. to about 900 A.D. 

Relationships: This is an early utilitarian cooking and water-drawing jar that 


gradually develops into San Lorenzo Brushed. 
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Palmillas Plain: 
Temper: Fine small sand in large amounts. 
Paste: Sandy and porous. 
Color: Slight darkening in the interiors. 


Surface: Smoothed.

Temporal and Geographical Range: From 1400 B.C. to about 900 A.D. 
Relationships: This is an early utilitarian cooking and water-drawing jar that 


gradually develops into San Lorenzo Brushed. 
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Palmillas Thick: 
Temper? Large and in big amounts. 
Paste: Very poor - tends to flake - laminated. 
Color: Brown, black to orange and yellow. 


Surface: Usually roughly smooth but some have been brushed. 
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
